Much la being said these days con- 


cernicMr t*i* coosoUdaUoo of tbe Metb- 
odtet Protestant, Congregational anu 
United Brethren churches. It is *x- 
ttemely doubtful, however, tlut any 
thing; beyond a working agreement 
will be reached in the near future. 
Property interests interfere to pre- 
sent the combination from becoming 
a reality soon. 
"There is no specific plan at pres- 
ent," said Bev. Dr. Fisher, pastor of 
toe Walnut M. P. Church when ques- 
tioned by TBJE AOK. "This tbh.g has 
been discussed many times, and what 
we near of it now seeuu a revival of 
an ld«a long In existence. Whether 
the union of churches will ever be 
consumated I am unable to tell, but 
tne future may contain something of 
great importance. 
'•Our general conference appointed 
a commission to confer with repre- 
sentatives of other churches looking 
to the formation of a plan. 1 u-I am 
unable to say just what progress has 
beec made. 
Bev. Dr. Oobnrn, of 
Zanesville, is our representative, and 
I understand be is giving the matter 
much of bis time. 
"At one time it was thought that a 
general consolidation could be per- 
fected, but property interests seem to 
have interfered in prevent that idea 
being carried out. 
That left tbe 
churches with tbe plan to form a 
working agreement, and I believe 
much good cau be done if it is success- 
faL 


"Suppose the Methodist Protestant 
church had a small congregation in a 
Driven community and a number of 
Uongregationalists, United Brethren 
or Cumberland Presbyterians resided 
En that community. Would it not be 
better to have them all gathered in 
one church than to have- a small 
church of each denomination? Their 
creeds are the same. 
One preacher 
could serve them all and hurt no one. 
The greatest difference -is in ciiurch 
government, and many of the strong- , 
est men in all these churches believe 
that should not be placed first. 


"Our general conference meets in 


Montgomery, Ala., in 1901, and the 
general conference of the United 
Brethren church will be held about 
the same time Something may be 
done then. I hope it wtlL" 
Tbe latest move in this direction 
comes from the Unite! Brethren 
church in an appeal signedjby some of 
Its leading men. It is addressed to 
tbe bishops of the United Brethren 
churches, and ask* them to take steps 
toward union with the Methodist 
Protestant, United Evangelical and 
Cumberland Presbyterian church, all 
of which have great strength in this 
part of Ohio.

They 
are then rebound by Librarian Love 
and once more placed in circulation. 
He has just completed a new lot. 


Mr. Love has found chat while Co 
shucton people are as a rule very care- 
ful and follow ciosely the rules laid 
down for caring for books, the boots 
sold in this day are not made to en- 
dure. This is particularly true of 
novels, and when a popular book is 
placed on the shelves it soon becomes 
useless. He then puts- it carefully 
away, and when a number have col- 
lected be brings out his book binding 
outfit and begins work. 


A representative of TBK AGE saw a 
number of tbe librarian's latest pto- 
ductions. They are bound in green 
with tbe name and number so placed 
as to be readily seen 
Not only have 
they received n;w covers but in man; 
instances they have bee.i sewed again. 
The result is seen in volumes tbat 
will stand the wear and tear of a pub- 
lic library and be in use for years. 
Tbis accomplishment on the part of 
Sir. Love saves many books to the 
ibrary every year, not to speak of the 
expense required to have tbe books 
bound in a bindery if the board desir- 
ed to save them. 
There are now about 4,000 volumes 
n the library, including more than 
LOO bound volumes of popular maga- 
zines. These latest additions have 
been placed on shelves in tbe reading 
room, but- they are for patrons of the 
ibrary and can be taken out. This 
fact is not generally known, and as a 
result the magazines have not been 
popular. When the reading public 
realizes the importance of what they 
contain it is probaole they will be- 
come as popular as any. Much, of the 
mportant mitter they contain is 
never published in any other form. 
The public library "is just nov.- in 
good condition. It is growing, the peo- 
>le are manifesting more interest, and 
t has a strong place in tbe public 
mind. Readers are constantly being 
added, and strangers coming to tbe 
city are anxious to avail themselves of 
the opportunity 
to patronize its 
shelves. 
The lecture course this year will be 
the best in the~history_of the city.and 
will doubtless be received 
iiasm. Every number is a gem.

Opinion of What Summer 


Will Do. 


Work

Some of Cashocton's progressive 
teachers, believing tbat a summer 
course in a good normal might be 
beneficial to them in their work, spent 
about six weeks in some of the good 
institutions of this and neighboring 
states. TBJB AGE presents to tbe peo- 
ple interested in Coshocton's public 
schools, two statements, one from a 
teacher with no experience in the 
work and one from an experienced in- 
structor. They complain of the small 
space allowed for answers saying the 
subject eannot be given just'ce. One 
teacher after teaching a number of 
years and taking a normal course this 
rear says she feels she never knew 
tiow to teach properly before. 
Miss Ingbam, the cadet of the local 


corps, attended the school at Ypsilan- 
ti. She nays;. 
"Tbe advantages of a normal school 
are many. The first thing to be learn- 
ed is how little one really knows 
about teaching. 
When a teacher 


jtoes to a normal she probably feels a 
little self confident and thinks she 
knows all the principles of teaching, 
but after spending a few days in tbe 
training school she will be surprised 
to find tbe many things that are yet 
to be learned. 
"By attend ing-a normal school a 
treat many points and thoughts are 
Drought up that could not possibly be 
obtained from books. One really does 
not know how much can be learned in 
a training school until she has at tend- 
ed One. 
AGXE3flXGHA3!.:' 
'Replying to your question, I will 
say tbat one of the first things that I 
earned at the normal was that there 
is so very much about teaching for me 
vet to learn. 
"One can realize, only from exper- 
ience, tbe disadvantages of a teacher 
who has not made some preparation 
'or the work. Haphazard and pur- 
poseless teaching have no place with 
:he teacher who has been properly 
prepared. 
'•There is a stimulus and uplift com- 
ng from contact with other teachers 
at' a normal school, and just to 
breathe the educational atmosphere 
is an inspiration. 
'All this may be had at no very 
great price. At Ypsilanti, good board 
and room can be had for S2.75, or less, 
a week. All necessary expenses for a 
sis. weeks* summer term [not includ- 
ing railroad fare] do not amount to 
more than 825.'-TH.IJE A.

Text of the Rules Agreed Upon For 


the Corning Maneuvers. 


New York, Ang. 26. — The text of 


the rales agreed upon for the com- 
ing army and navy maneuvers has 
just been made public by Major 
General 
ilacArthur. 
The 
whole 


scheme of operations is based upoa 
the assumption that, in anticipation 
of a declaration of hostilities, a strong 
hostile fleet, without torpedo beats, 
determines to make a. sudden dash on 
the eastern entrance of Long Island 
sound to secure a naval base, in the 
expectation of finding the land forces, 
in the absence of a declaration of 
WET, in a somewhat unprepared con- 
dition. Maneuver periods are to be 
divided into two distinct phases— 
period of preparation and period of 
hostilities. During the first period it 
is intended that there shall be a day- 
attack and a night attack by the fleet, 
and if possible a bombardment and 
the forci-cg of a passage. During the 
ensuing period mines and obstruc- 
tions may be planted by the defense 
and the conditions of war are to be 
followed as closely as possible 


On the part of the army the infor- 


mation to be gained relates to the 
general efficiency, down to the small- 
est detail, of all that appertains to 
the construction and armament of the 
land defenses and. the training of the 
fcrc°s mansing tifeia. The navy will 
concern itself with the best means of 
obtaining ranges, the effect of mines 
and obstructions, formations of at- 
tack, efficiency of signals, the use of 
searchlights aad the general control 
of artillery fire. Umpires are to be 
detailed to all ships and forts, and

' to the Philippines is that beiug cou- 
j snmrnfited iii the production of a. Taga- 
I log grammar, aaya a special dispatch 
I from Boston to the New York Tribune. 
| It is the first effort to open the door to 
I literary relations between the Malay- 
sian country and America. A Chicago 
! physician. Or. David J. Doherty. 1* the 


author of the grammar, and be has 
apent three years in systematic schol- 
arly preparation for the worj£. which 
will be brought out In a short time by 
a firm of Boston publishers. 


Dr. Doherty was led into this unique 


undertaking through translating a 
Spanish medical work into English. 
The volume was Bartrone's treatise on 
diseases of the Philippines. The atten- 
tion given this labor helped to interest 
Dr. Doherty in his stndy of the Span- 
ish -language, and. having taken a 
strong Interest In the subject of the 
Philippines simply to gratify the schol- 
ar's interest in philology, he began a 
systematic stndy of the Tagal lan- 
guage, finally resolving to compete the 
arduous task of making a Tagal gram- 
mar—that Is. a grammar which will 
represent the general system of the 
formation of sentences according to 
the English method and of course a 
volume such that the Tagal child In 
Studying it will be acquiring the Eng- 
lish method of grammar and an Eng- 
lish vocabulary. The scope and possi- 
ble educational value of such a book 
can be readily understood. 


The general facts regarding the lan- 


guage of the Tagalogs which Dr. Do- 
herty baa at his command are aston- 
ishing even to those who have read the 
vast amount of matter that has been 
published about the Philippines. As 
an instance it seems that the Tagalogs. 
while commonly accounted people of 
semibarbaric or entirely barbaric cus- 
toms, really have their historians and 
novelists in as comparatively a genu- 
ine sense as has America. Not long 
ago. 
indeed, there was organized In a 


Philippine city a society composed ex- 
clusively of Tagalog writers and au- 
thors, the institution being intended to 
include in membership the class that 
would be registered in a reputable au- 
thors' club of the United States. 


Tagalog Is the principal dialect of 


the Christian and civilized Filipinos, 
who constitute about SO per cent of the 
inhabitants of the Philippine archipel- 
ago, and it Is rapidly becoming the 
dominant dialect in the entire group of 
islands. Philologists classify Tagalog 
in the Ualayo-Polynesian family. In 
Its present form It shows the influence 
of Spanish and Chinese contact, its 
very alphabet Is Latin instead of the 
original Arabic. Buckle quotes an opin- 
ion of William von Humboldt that 
Tagalog la the most perfect of the Ma- 
layo-Polyneslan tongues. 


Tagalog has three primitive vowel 


sounds—a, i and n—which are charac- 
teristic of the European branch of the 
Aryan family. The other vowel Bounds, 
e and o, ore nse<J chiefly in printing 
and words of Spanish origin, but they 
are pronounced like i and n respective- 
ly. There are fifteen simple and two 
compound consonant sonnds. 


The most noticeable structural fea- 


ture of the language is its wealth of 
radicals, which, by the addition of 
prefixes or suffixes, or both, become 
capable of wide application. A radical 
becomes an adjective If "ina" Is pre- 
fixed and an abstract noun if "ca" 5s 
prefixed and "am" suffixed. For ex- 
ample, the radical "butl."* good; "ma- 
butilaqi." good man. Pronouns are 
never suppressed. They are numerous 
and explicit and even avoid the am- 
biguity of English pronouns. For ex- 
ample, we (meaning the speaker and 
the person addressed) is "tayo," but 
if the hearer is excluded It is "cam!-" 


The numerals are complete, the units 


being expressed by a single word, the 
"teens" by the word "labln" before 
the corresponding nnit and the mul- 
tiples by adding the word "poo" after 
each unit Ordinals are formed from 
the cardinals by prefixing "ica." 
Thus: 
"Ulao." eight; "labinnlao." 


eighteen: "nlaong poo." eighty: "ica 
nlao," eighth. Adjectives are generally 
formed by prefixing •'ma" to the root. 
though there are. of course, many prim- 
itive adjectives.
